May. 
Only 
the 
prices

boneless chuck roast and eggs 
were cheaper. White bread and 
onions re.uia.ined unchanged. 
According to the survey, the 
median price of boneless sirloin 
—the cost in 50 per cent of the 
cities 
surveyed 
—rose 
from 
$2.41 a. pound in March to a 
record $2.70 in early May. But 
steak prices in Tokyo leaped by 
$4.39 —from $10.31 a pound in 
March to $14.70 in May.

showed food price increases in

have been sm aller than infla­ 
tionary gain s for other pro­ 
ducts.

Plant Blast Tike A-Bomb’ 


Kills 29, Injures 105 Britons

wreckage of a northern Eng­ 
land chemical plant today and 
searched through the blackened 
debris for workers trapped by a 
thunderous explosion. 
Authorities said Sunday night 
they had recovered eight bodies 
from the rubble of the Nypro 
(UK), Ltd , plant in nearby 
FI ix borough, 
160 
m iles 
northeast of London. Another 21 
persons 
were 
missing 'an d 
presumed dead. 
A total of 105 persons were 
reported, injured, Saturday when 
the m assive explosion rocked 
the plant, damaging buildings 
in a 
10-mile-wide area 
and 
sending up a 300-foot sheet of 
flame and a. mile-high cloud of 
toxic gas. 


At the time of the explosion, 
70 men were in the Dutch- 
British 
owned 
plant, 
which 
m ade 
ch em icals 
for 
the 
manufacture of nylon. The blast 
dam aged every home in Flix- 
borough. 
a 
town 
with 
310 
residents. 
Police said the death toll 
would have been much higher 
had the factory been ringed by 
homes, as is the case with 
many other British 'Chemical 
plants. 
Gordon Oakes, 
undersecre­ 
tary in the environment minis­ 
try, said a check was being 
made 
of 
chemical 
plants 
through the country. 
“ Dangerous 
processes 
and 
homes 
must 
be 
kept 
well 
apart,” Oakes said. 
Most of the 3,000 residents of 
seven neighboring villages re­ 
turned 
Sunday 
aft^r 
their 
homes were evacuated because 
of toxic gas. 
“ It was like a mini A-bomb,” 
said Clifford Pur ves, who was 
in his auto two miles from the 
blast. “ Theyfireball burned the 
paint off my car.” 
"Suddenly 
I 
started going 
round and round in the air, 
tossed here and there in pitch 
blackness,” said Barry Carter, 
27. a draftsm an at his desk 
when the explosion occurred. “ I 
thought this was what dying 
was all about. 
“ The next thing 1 knew I 
looked up and could see the sky 
and debris falling all over the 
place. The roof had caved in. It 
was like night because of the 
dust The heat was tremendous, 
it scorched my face." 


This is the second act of 
vandalism which has hit the new 
school since the Willsey com­ 
pany moved on the site to begin 
construction in the spring of 
1973.

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - A 
Rural Electric Membership 
Corporation won one territorial 
fight with an investor-owned 
electric utility before the Public 
Service Commission but the 
PSC held in another REMC- 
privately owned utility conflict 
that it has no jurisdiction.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Gov 
ernments have searched foi 
effective ways to deal with 
wrongdoing in government sc 
long 
as 
there 
has 
beer 
government. 
Watergate is proof of failure. 
But looking ahead to post 
Watergate, the Senate Water 
gate 
committee 
staff 
has 
prepared a “new” recommen­ 
dation—as ancient as corrup­ 
tion. 
The idea is for the accused to 
have nothing to do with an 
investigation of wrongdoing. 
The 
new 
look 
would 
be 
establishment of a permanent 
office 
of 
public 
attorney, 
similar in some respects to the 
special W atergate prosecutor. 
But the chief public attorney 
would be 
appointed by the 
courts, rather than the adminis­ 
tration, 
and 
he 
would 
be 
subject to confirmation by the 
Senate. 


Public Confidence 
The theory is that such an 
investigator 
would 
generate 
public confidence because, al­ 
though part of government, he 
would be at arm ’s length from 
the accused. 
An 
interesting 
sim iliar 
proposal was made some years 
ago by Vice President Gerald 
R. 
Ford 
when 
he 
was 
in 
Congress. 
Ford suggested that Congress 
convert two standing commit­ 
tees of the House and Senate 
into 
perm anent 
watchdog 
groups to check on skulduggery 
in government. The committees 
Ford had in mind are the 
Senate and House Government 
Operations Committees, which 
already have broad grants of 
power to investigate wrongdo­ 
ing in government. 
Ford made a novel sugges­ 
tion; Republicans would have 
the majority on the committee 
when a Democratic administra­ 
tion was being investigated; it 
would be the other way around 
when a Republican occupied 
the White House. 


Political Kinship 
Ford said at the time it would 


be a simple way to make the 
federal 
government 
function 
better. Otherwise, he said, "it 
smacks of legalized collusion 
when we find the suspect and 
the district attorney are blood 
relatives.” 
The blood Ford referred to is 
political kinship. 


Some of the major congres­ 
sional investigations of modern 
times have been carried out by 
the 
Government 
Operations 
Committees, but never under 
opposition party control. Occa­ 
sionally, Congress has tried 
bipartisanship for special inves­ 
tigations, such as the Pearl 
Harbor inquiry or the censure 
investigation of Sen. Joseph R. 
McCarthy of Wisconsin. 


There was one major attempt 
during the Truman years tc 
proceed along the lines Ford 
suggested. 


Special Committee 
The Truman administration 
was being rocked by scandals 
A nominal Republican, Newbold 
Morris, was named to investi 
gate wrongdoing in the Demo 
cratic administration. He lasted 
about a week. Morris was fired 
by the Democratic attorney 
general when he tried to find 
out who in government was 
getting rich on the job. 


For years, Sen. Clifford Case, 
R-N.J., has pressed a limited 
proposal similar to Ford’s. He 
would 
set 
up 
a 
special 
congressional committee of 16 
members to watch over big 
defense and space contracts 
that are privately negotiated. 


The membership would be 
equally divided between Repub­ 
licans and Democrats, but the 
chairman would always be a 
member of the political party 
not in control of the White 
House. 


Neither Ford’s nor Case's 
suggestion got 
anywhere in 
Congress. It remains to be seen 
whether the past performance 
of inaction awaits the proposal 
for a public attorney.

Body Cell Mysteries 
Think of the happy people 
there would oe if tendencies to 
being overw eight could be 
controlled or elim inated in 
infancy. That’s a theory now 
being worked on in research 
laboratories. 
You’ve heard about how our 
bodies develop fat cells early in 
life. You've been told that once 
your body has so may of these 
cells, you will never have less 
When an adult reduces, he does 
not lower the number of fat cells 
in his body. He simply shrinks 
the size of those he has. 
People Lose And Gain 
And the theory is. People lose 
and then regain weight because 
when their weight is down, their 
fat cells, being used to being 
bigger, literally “scream" for 
more nourishment, causing the 
person eventually to satisfy this 
craving. Then, “Voila!” You 
are overweight again. 
So, wouldn’t it be mee if we 
could control how many fat cells 
your body produces originally? 
At Columbia U niversity’s 
Institute of Human Nutrition, 
that’s what researcher Jo Anne 
Brasel, M. D., is working on — 
among other things.She got into 
her present work by way of 
being 
a 
pediatrician 
and 
becoming discouraged over 
growth problems suffered by 
many children. 
“ 1 became dissatisfied as a 
clinician seeing children, one 
after another, with growth 
problem s 
and 
not 
really 


knowing what was going on 
underneath the skin,” she says. 
Dr. Brasel, who in her early 
career had fellowship training 
in endrocrinology and had 
become interested in what goes 
on at the cellular level in terms 
of growth, decided to go into 
research for real. 
What Controls Growth? 
She want to know “what it is 
that controls growth at the 
cellular level and when it goes 
wrong, what has gotten in to 
unmesh the gears and interrupt 
the process that really so often 
goes 
rehnarkably 
smoothly.” 
She 
is 
convinced 
that 
“Adequate nutrition 
is very 
important in obtaining normal 
growth 
and 
developm ent. 
Disturbed nutrition will lead to 
distorted growth.” 
Some 
of 
her 
particular 
research has concerned the 
development of brain cells. She 
believes malnutrition 
in the 
very 
young 
“ may 
have 
irreversible effects on these 
stages of growth, resulting in 
less mental ability.” 
Some of Dr. Brasel’s current 
research is concerned with the 
development of fat cells. She is 
seeking, perhaps by using an 
enzyme, a means to keep track 
of how many fat cells are being 
produced in the infant 
With 
sucija test, if too many fat cells 
were being developed, the in­ 
fant's pediatrician could take

action, 
perhaps 
saving that individual from an 
adult life of fighting obesity

Union Station 
Group Buys 
INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - 
Historic Union Station is this 
city's downtown area was fi­ 
nally acquired Friday by Union 
Station Associates, a limited 
partnership group of investors 
who plan to renovate the land­ 
mark. 
Title to the property was 
transferred Friday climaxing 
more than a year of negotia­ 
tions, studies and fund raising. 
Work will commence with the 
cleaning and restoration of the 
exterior during June. Leasing is 
already under way to fill 45,000 
square feet of tenant area on 
four levels with restaurants, gal­ 
leries, boutiques and other 
shops. 
Union station stands on the 
site of the first union railroad 
station in the world. In 1853, a 
group of five railroads pooled 
their resources and erected a 
common station. 
Indianapolis soon outgrew the 
first station, and the present 
building, an example of Roman­ 
esque Revival architecture, was 
built in 1888. It is now listed 
in the National Register of His­ 
toric Places. 
At its peak, the station serv­ 
ed more than 200 passenger 
trains a day. 
Currently there are six Am- 
trak passenger trains per day 
which will continue to use the 
station. 
Recently Amtrak announced 
Indianapolis would be the north­ 
ern terminal for its new “auto 
ferry” service. Midwesternners 
can drive to Indianapolis and 
take an Amtrak train to Flori­ 
da with their cars riding on spe­ 
cial carriers on the same train.

have a hurricane named for 
them.
